The McCormick statement carries 
another vigorous denunciation of the 
“‘proposed effort to involve the United 
States in the tangles of Europe” and 
calls upon the administration to “face 
the truth."

even in tile face of a threatened party 
spilt.

“The movement for the conference is 
moving along sj rapidly and so sat­ 
isfactorily to its sponsors that there 
is no >ou » r any doubt that the meet­ 
ing will be held with American rep­ 
resentatives participating. 
Instead of 
one American delegate there will be 
three, representative of the country 
at large. 
Only one representative, 
for example, will (onto from New 
York. 
Another, it 
was said, likely 
will coeno from Chicago. 
The likelihood of Set retary Hoover 
being selected as one member of the 
delegation was made apparent by the 
statement that if he is named he will 
not be required to resign, because 
the conference will not last longer 
than three mouth*. 
Developments in the conference sit­ 
uation mark a cleavage in the Re­ 
publican ranks that makes Inevitable 
a bitter I.gilt over the presidential 
nomination. 
The McCormick 
s t a t e ­ 
ment definitely foreshadows a break­ 
ing away from Coolidge by the ele­ 
ment which has stood against all ef­ 
forts to engage the United States in 
foreign controversies. 
The Illinois senator points out that 
domestic problems and opportunities 
next door in the western hemisphere 
demand the attention and the efforts 
of

It Is the duty of rulers 
to see that all workers of wickedness 
of all kinds he cut off. The manufac­ 
turer and seller of liquor should he re­ 
garded as notorious workers of iniqui­ 
ty. 
Those who blight manhood for 
sordid gain are grossly wicked. 
II. The Awful 
Ruin 
Wrought by 
Strong Drink (P ro v 
23:29-35). 
I. Woes of Those Who Indulge In 
Wine (vv. 2, 80). 
(J) The awful pain 
which causes one to cry out, “Oh V* 
Many, indeed, are the pains which men 
suffer because of strong drink. Bodily 
ills innumerable can be traced to its 
♦*vii influence. (2) The hitter remorse, 
which causes one to cry out, “Alas I’* 
Many are the qgpressions of bitter re- ! 
gret which daily come from the Ups 
of the drunkard. 
(8) 
Contention— 
strife and quarreling. 
Much of the 
fighting among men is directly caused 
by their passions being inflamed by 
strong drink. The drunken man Is al­ 
ways ready to take offense, as well as 
to give it. 
(4) Babblings and com* 
* placings. 
The winebibljer complains 
J Of everything—ill luck, loss of friends. 
of fate and of God. 
Ile sees every­ 
thing wrong but himself. 
(5) Wounds 
Without 
cause. 
These are wounds 
from fight-, in which a sober man 
would not have engaged, and from ac­ 
cidents which are purely the result of 
Intoxication. 
(6) 
Redness 
o f eyes. 
This has reference to the Wood shot 
eye of the tippler which 
dims his 
vision. 
Ail these woes come upon 
those who tarry long at wine. 
II. The Attitude Enjoined (v. 31). 
Look not at it. 
Do not put yourself 
into the way of temptation. 
The only 
safe attitude toward strong drink is 
total abstinence, and the only way to 
total abstinence is not to even look 
at it. 
III. The Drunkard's Bitter End (vv 
32-35), 
1. Acute Miseries. 
“It Liter Ii like a 
serpent and stingeth like an adder.’' 
Strong drink, like the poison of a so- 
pent, permeates the whole system and 
ends in the most fatal consequences. 
2. Perversion of the Moral Sense. 
This excitement causes the eyes to be­ 
hold strange things. 
This denotes the 
fantastic images produced on the brain 
of the drunkard. 
Even when delirium 
tremens does not result, there ure aw­ 
ful fancies which are beyond the pos­ 
sibility of realisation.

The drunkard Is utterly ignorant of 
what happens to him while under the

bruises and wounds the drunkard has 
J which he cannot account for.

5. His Abject Bondage (v. 35). After 
all his sufferings, sorrow and disup* 
j pointments, he goes on as a bond 
slave in the ways of sin. 
0. Hell ut Lust. No drunkard shall in­ 
herit the kingdom of heaven (I Cor
